And to thele His Majeſties Royall commands, he requireth all due tontoꝛmitie and obe⸗ 
diente, ll concern, upon pain of the loſſe and fozfeiture of all ſuch Cards 
02 Dice, as ſhakſbe Sealed, Parked, Counterfeited, Pmpozted, oz otherwiſe bought, fold, 
oꝛ diſpoſed of, contrary to His Majeſties pleaſure herein declared; and upon ſuch further 
penalties and puniſhments as by theLawes 02 Statues of the Realm, oz otherwiſe may be 

inflicted foꝛ their contempt oz neglect herein.
